1851. 

Removed to Concord, Mass., in the summer of 1852 
and lived at «The Wayside.” 

Appointed United States Consul at Liverpool, Eng- 
land (confirmed, March 26, 1853). 

Spent two years in France and Italy and returned 
to «The Wayside” at Concord, in June, 1860. 

Died at the Pemigewasset House, Plymouth, N. H., 
May 19, 1864.
